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Work due to start on leisure project for youngsters 

SKATE PARK DREAM 
10 BECOME REALITY

YOUNGSTERS in Great Barr 
are celebrating after their two- 
year campaign for a skate park 
is to culminate in work starting 
on the project within weeks. 

More than 70 young people signed a 
petition asking for the skate park to 
be created on land to the rear of Tan- 
house Community Centre, in a cam¬ 
paign which was backed by councillors. 

A series of consultation events were held with 
young people to assess the viability of the scheme 
since the petition was tabled in August 2013. 

Sandwell Council has agreed to find the cash 
to fund the creation of the park behind the cen¬ 
tre in Hamstead Road, Hamstead. 

Campaigners say they are pleased that the 
funding is in place and hope other charitable or¬ 
ganisations will come on board with the project 
in the future. Eventually they say they could 
work with other groups to access further grant 
funding to allow for the expansion of the facility 
once it is up and running. 

Finalising 

Dave Hosell, who has been ward councillor 
and is standing in the council elections this May, 
paid tribute to the young people who petitioned 
for the scheme. 

He says funding is now secured and council of¬ 
ficials are finalising details with developers who 
will begin building work imminently. 

The open ground has been used as a football 
pitch previously and part of the site is now home 
to all weather pitch and children’s play area. 

Hundreds of people attend the annual bonfire 
night event held behind the community centre. 

And Mr Hosell says the event which attracts 
families from around the area would still go 
ahead with the skate park in place. 

“This is what the young people have been ask¬ 
ing for for a while and I’m happy that it is going 
ahead,” Mr Hosell said.

to tale as stolen dog rescued 


A STOLEN dog was rescued by 
chance when it ran out in front of an 
RSPCA van on a deserted road more 
than 100 miles from home. 

Yorkshire terrier Alfie was stolen 
from his heartbroken owner’s home 
in Dingley Road in Wednesbury, 
along with another terrier Lillie, by 
burglars on March 21. 

Owner Kirsty Mitton, aged 23, 
feared she would not see either of 
the dogs again - however, weeks 
later, seven-year-old Alfie ran out of 
nearby woods barking at a RSPCA 
inspector’s car in Gerrards Cross, 
Buckinghamshire. Inspector Steph¬ 
anie Law stopped her car and opened 
her door before Alfie immediately 
jumped inside. A scan of his micro¬ 
chip revealed he had been stolen 


from Miss Mitton, who had been his 
owner for eight years. 

It was then arranged for him to be 
returned to his relieved owner. 

In a bizarre turn of events, Miss 
Mitton’s other dog, Lillie, was found 
by a member of the public walking 
the streets in Battersea, London, 22 
miles away five days later. 

After her appeal was answered by 
the dog’s finder, she picked her up 
from the capital. 

Speaking on finding Alfie, Inspec¬ 
tor Law said: “I have had plenty of 
people wave me down for help, but 
I have never actually been flagged 
down by a dog in need of rescue 
before.“He ran right in front of the 
van, barking and as soon as I stopped 
and opened the door he just bounded 


in and jumped onto the seat - and 
looked at me. It was as if he recog¬ 
nised my uniform and knew I was 
there to rescue him. 

“We can only assume he had been 
dumped in the woods and came 
running out when he heard me 
drive along. He’s a lovely, friendly 
dog despite his ordeal and I am so 
pleased he got the happy ending he 
deserved.” 

Miss Mitton said she was shocked 
when she received a call from the 
RSPCA saying Alfie had been found, 
adding that she instantly recognised 
his bark down the phone. “I think he 
was just really lucky that when he 
ran out in front of the van, it was an 
RSPCA van and not a normal van. 
He was a lucky boy.” 


Blind Dave's desert 
race in history books

BRUISED and blistered but exhilarat¬ 
ed - charity champion Dave Heeley 
has arrived home after completing 
his latest gruelling challenge, a 160 - 
mile run across the Sahara desert. 

The keen West Bromwich Albion fan has 
made history after becoming the first blind 
athlete to complete the Marathon Des Sa¬ 
bles. 

During the extreme challenge he has braved 
searing temperatures of between 45 and 50 de¬ 
grees Celsius - around 122 degrees fahrenheit - 
and freak weather, including sandstorms fanned 
by 60mph winds. 

The father-of-three, who was raising money 
for the Albion Foundation, said he suffered blis¬ 
tered feet from the rough and often rocky ter¬ 
rain, which included walks up 590ft high sand 
dunes and mountains up to 1,500ft high. 

So far, he has raised over £20,000 for the char¬ 
ity, but he aims for a figure of £30,000. 

He said: “It has just been an unbelievable 
experience. It has not really sunk in yet what I 
have done, but over the next week I know I will 
be talking to a lot of people about it. 

“It has just been a horrible adventure in re¬ 
spect of how gruelling it has been, but at the 
same time an absolutely fantastic adventure.” 

During his trip, he also met Sir Ranulph Fi¬ 
ennes, who has been named the world’s greatest 
living explorer by the Guinness Book of World 
Records, as the 71-year-old completed a record of 
his own by becoming the oldest Briton to finish 
the intense six day trek. He said the pair dis¬ 
cussed family life during their meeting. 

Mr Heeley added: “There were over 1,000 
competitors. Each and every single one of them 
was fantastic. We have all done our own chal¬ 
lenges and I think every single competitor in the 
race should be proud of themselves.” 

He completed the race in stages, with the 
longest being a 91km trek, while there was also a 
42km stage. He had support from his two guides 
Tony Ellis and Rosemary Rhodes who accompa¬ 
nied him across the desert. 

His kit bag weighed around 9kgs and carried 
all his essentials. 

They stayed in a bivouac every night, which is 
a French-style tent. The only items eaten each 
day was dried food like noodles, fruit and even 
cottage pie and chilli con carne. The team had 


to eat a minimum of 2,000 calories a day. On his 
return to the Baggies’ Hawthorns ground on Mon¬ 
day, he was given the red carpet treatment, while a 
blind football team from Sandwell was also present 
to welcome him back. He also participated in a ques¬ 
tion and answer session with his fans. The money 
raised will help to pay for improved facilities for dis¬ 
abled athletes involved with the Albion Foundation. 


He said: “Hopefully, it will show to the disabled that 
there is life out there for them and they don’t have 
to sit around on their backsides wondering what 
they can do. They should look at me and think ‘if 
that codger can do it, then so can I.”

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Overhaul of 
Junction 10 
project in 
ultimatum 

THE £65million overhaul of the 
M6 Junction 10 island faces the sc- 
rapheap if work does not start within 
five years. 

A 2020 deadline has been placed on 
the project, which aims to improve 
one of the busiest motorway junctions 
in the country. 

The aim is to cut down on the 
chronic congestion that cripples the 
island and motorway every day, im¬ 
proving traffic flow by doubling the 
number of lanes and building im¬ 
proved bridges. 

However, it emerged today that 
if the 2020/21 deadline isn’t hit, the 
project will be frozen. But Walsall 
Council highways bosses have come 
out fighting, promising that the ambi¬ 
tious project will go ahead as planned 
and be completed by 2020. 

Under the initial plans, lanes going 
over the motorway will increase from 
two to four with the bridges rebuilt. 
The M6 slip roads will be widened 
along with improvements to the Wol¬ 
verhampton Road and Bloxwich Lane 
junction. There will also be some mod¬ 
ifications to the Black Country Route. 

In a planning application docu¬ 
ment, Rachel Telfer, senior transport 
planner at the council, has warned 
of the potential impact on work not 
starting. It is currently hoped work 
will get under way in 2017/18. 

She says: “Currently the junction 
operates beyond its design capacity - 
the project seeks to address this issue 
by increasing the width of the bridge. 

“Replacing the existing structures 
not only removes the requirement 
for Highways England to undertake, 
within approximately the next five 
years, planned maintenance at J10, 
and simultaneously allows for capac¬ 
ity improvements to be made. 

“Should the council, within that 
timeframe, be unable to deliver this 
project, this will lead to intervention 
by Highways England to replace the 
existing structures and therefore 
forgo the opportunity to increase the 
capacity of the junction. ” 

Firm damaged 
after plug fire 

A FIRE in an electric plug socket 
caused smoke damage to a Black 
Country business premises. 

Fire crews from Haden Cross were 
called to the offices of Halesowen Self- 
Drive at Oak Lodge Buildings in Fur¬ 
nace Hill, Halesowen shortly before 
2pm on Good Friday after ambulance 
crews reported seeing smoke coming 
from the building. 

Watch commander Justin Bayliss, 
who is based at Haden Cross, said 
the blaze was in a ground floor plug 
socket, but the smoke had caused 
damage both to the van rental agen¬ 
cy’s office and neighbouring firms as 
the firm shares its base with five other 
businesses. The fire crews, with sup¬ 
port from a Brigade Response Vehicle, 
were at the scene for an hour.

Fans and family united 
in homage to The King 


THE family of Jeff Astle were moved 
to tears as almost 28,000 fans united 
to pay a special tribute to the Albion 
legend dubbed The King. 

Players and supporters came together 
to celebrate the legacy of the late former 
striker and mark the launch of the Jeff 
Astle Foundation which will be dedicated 
to researching the brain condition which 
claimed his life 13 years ago. 

There was a celebratory mood among support¬ 
ers before kick-off as they remembered The King 
and marked Astle Day. Kelvin Stokes, aged 66, 
was in his late teens when Astle scored the cup 
final winner. He said: “As a player he was dy¬ 
namic, a real match winner. He was always there 
at the right time with his head. I remember he 
turned up once to a surprise someone we knew 
on their birthday and the first thing he said was 
‘where is the food’ and later he was doing kara¬ 
oke. He was one of the lads. He didn’t put himself 
on a pedestal.” 

David Bing, 69, a season ticket holder, added: 
“We never lost a night game back in the 60s. 
They just used to put the ball over and Astle 
was there.” Inside The Hawthorns, there were 
emotional scenes as Astle’s family came onto the 
pitch and his youngest grandson, two-year-old 
Joseph Jeffrey, carried out the match ball. 

The current players emerged from the tunnel 
in replica tracksuits. The Premier League had 
given Albion permission for the players to wear 
a replica kit from the 1968 FA Cup final. It is 
only the second time the Premier League had 
sanctioned such a move. Previously Manchester 
United were allowed to do so to mark the 50th 
anniversary of the Munich air disaster in 2008. 

At half-time Astle’s daughter Dawn told the 
fans her Dad had loved them “as much as they 
loved him” and thanked them for their support. 
And Astle’s widow, Laraine, presented the en¬ 
tire sell-out crowd with the Jeff Astle Memorial 
trophy - presented annually to people who have 
made an outstanding contribution to the club. 

Dawn said: “The bit that was really tough was 
when they showed the current team coming out 
of the tunnel and then switched it to the Cup 
final team coming out of that famous tunnel at 
Wembley in 1968. It was just amazing.”

My own policy on en¬ 
countering tweeters, trolls and suchlike is 
to regard them as 14-year-old bedwetters 
using their mums’ computers, until proven 
otherwise.

MOTHER-OF-THREE Maxine Smith 
has taken everything that has been 
thrown at her over the past five years 
and valiantly come out the other side. 

She reels off the types of cancer she has 
suffered as if reading from a shopping list. 

There is barely a part of her body that has not 
been touched by the illness - and she has been 
told she has just six months to live. 

And now she is determined to make the most of 
the time she has left by taking part in a skydive. 

“It was a bit heart-breaking,” said the 46-year- 
old, of Red Lion Close, Tividale, of being told the 
news. 

“I was sitting thinking I have got three chil¬ 
dren who I am never going to see grow up, get 
married and go to high school.” 

It seems a world away for Maxine, but there 
was a time when she didn’t have cancer, when 
she was starting a family with husband Rob and 
looking ahead to life’s endless possibilities. 

“There was nothing wrong with me at all,” said 
Maxine, mum to daughter Hannah-Paige, 10, and 
eight-year-old twin sons Daniel and Alex. 

“I found a lump, it kept reappearing and disap¬ 
pearing. I couldn’t let it go. My mum asked me to 
get checked. She had suffered with cancer three 
or four years before. Then I found out I had grade 
two breast cancer.” 

That was in 2010 - and an extremely turbu¬ 
lent five years were to follow. After the trauma of 
undergoing a double mastectomy, a breast recon¬ 
struction allowed her to regain some confidence. 

But two years later, she was told they too would 
have to be removed as the cancer had returned. 

The year in between she was diagnosed with 
skin cancer. “Then my head wasn’t right,” Max¬ 
ine said, fast-forwarding to last month. 

“So I was given a CT scan. I need to start ra¬ 
diotherapy on my brain in a week. I need 12-13 
sessions and hopefully it may help, but my life 
expectancy has decreased to six months. 

“In a nutshell I’ve had breast cancer, lung can¬ 
cer, skin cancer, bone cancer and brain cancer. 
In the last five years they have all cropped up.” 

Maxine is determined to enjoy her final few 
months. She has taken to wearing bright colours 
and odd socks and is preparing to take part in a 
skydive. 

She admitted there had been dark times over 
the past five years but now says she has accepted 
her fate. “When I was told I hadn’t got long left I 
just thought ‘I’m going to embrace it’ and become 
this crazy lady. I have always wanted to skydive 
but it’s something I’ve never done because I’m 
scared of heights. 


YOUNGSTERS from a performing arts group are 
celebrating a landmark anniversary as they pre¬ 
pare to take to the stage with Mickey Mouse.

Bailiffs' use 
tops 20,000 
times over 
council tax 

BAILIFFS were used more than 
20,000 times to chase unpaid council 
tax in parts of the West Midlands in a 
single year. 

Six councils have revealed they re¬ 
ferred households to bailiffs 20,345 as 
they were in arrears. It has sparked 
criticism from campaigners who say 
all other alternatives should be ex¬ 
plored first. And they claim the fig¬ 
ures show how families are struggling 
to make ends meet. 

Councils have defended their use, 
claiming they never put ‘undue pres¬ 
sure’ on residents and ensure support 
is offered. 

Walsall council chiefs called in bail¬ 
iffs 11,505 times alone, compared to 
5,087 times in Wolverhampton. 

Cannock Chase Council sent out 
bailiffs 954 times, while they were 
used 911 in Stafford and 1,026 in 
South Staffordshire. It happened 862 
times in Wyre Forest. The figures 
were released after a Freedom of In¬ 
formation request. 

But Sandwell Council revealed last 
year that by the end of June 10,905 
tenants were in arrears, owing a total 
of £3.05 million. 

And in February the total owed by 
tenants in Dudley stood at £1.5m, 
with 60 being evicted from April to 
December last year. 

Critics argue councils could still col¬ 
lect the same amount of council tax 
without having to use bailiffs. 

Charity bosses also estimate more 
than 23,000 families have fallen into 
council tax arrears in the last year in 
the region. 

New loading 
bay on its way 

A NEW loading bay will be installed 
along a busy Walsall road to help busi¬ 
nesses. A set of traffic lights along 
Bridge Street will be removed and re¬ 
placed with a bay. 

It will mean traders will be able to 
load and unload throughout the day. 

Valerie Vaz, Labour parliamentary 
candidate for Walsall South, welcomed 
the news. She said: “I am delighted 
that following my representations to 
Walsall Council they have agreed to 
remove a set of traffic lights on Bridge 
Street and to install loading bays. 

“Many businesses were having diffi¬ 
culty receiving deliveries as a result of 
the restrictions. Local businesses need 
support. Walsall needs a diverse range 
of small businesses and positive action 
such as that taken on Bridge Street 
will help our high streets to thrive.”

THE number of people keeping 
fit and active in a part of the Black 
Country has increased, a report has 
shown. However, just a fifth of people 
are involved in three 30 minute work¬ 
outs a week in Walsall, but that is up 
from 16.1 per cent in 2006.

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Officers on 
manhunt 
discovered 
drug farm 

POLICE stumbled on a £150,000 drug 
farm while hunting for a wanted man, 
a judge heard. There was no trace of 
the suspect but officers found 152 
cannabis plants under cultivation and 
a harvested crop being dried, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

The knock on the door of the house 
in St Matthews Road, Smethwick 
was answered by 49-year-old Richard 
Griffiths, said Mr David Swinnerton, 
prosecuting, who explained: “They 
were looking for somebody completely 
different but noticed that he was agi¬ 
tated, sweating and nervous. 

“The officers thought this was be¬ 
cause the man they sought was in 
the house. They did not find him but 
they did discover cannabis being dried 
in an extension to the kitchen and a 
drug farm being cultivated in rooms 
upstairs with a potential value of up 
to £150,000.” 

Griffiths told police he allowed his 
home to be used on the promise of 
earning £6,000 to pay off a debt run 
up with a loan shark. 

Mr Carl Templar-Vasey, defending, 
explained: “He was in considerable 
debt, was given an option to repay 
it and took it. He is a desperate man 
who was prepared to resort to desper¬ 
ate measures. It was an extraordinar¬ 
ily bad decision.” 

Griffiths from St Matthews Road 
pleaded guilty to permitting premises 
to be used for the production of can¬ 
nabis on September 5 and was given 
a 10-month jail sentence suspended 
under supervision for 18 months and 
ordered to do 200 hours unpaid work. 

Crash tragedy 
probe launches 

A ROAD smash where a driver was 
killed when his car crashed into a tree 
while being pursued by police is being 
investigated by the Independent Po¬ 
lice Complaints Commission. 

The 26-year-old man was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene following 
the crash along Bristol Road South, in 
Birmingham, at 11pm on April 1. 

A West Midlands Police dog han¬ 
dling vehicle had been in pursuit of 
the car leading up to the collision. 

Investigators from the IPCC were 
deployed to the scene and to Park 
Lane police station. An independent 
investigation has now been launched. 

Investigators have been in contact 
with the man’s family and are updat¬ 
ing them on the progress of the inves¬ 
tigation.

A £1 MILLION revamp of Walsall’s 
Gala Baths is due to start soon and 
be completed by the summer holiday 
period.

Critical care concern as 
hospitals at capacity 


EVERY intensive care bed was full 
at hospitals across the West Mid¬ 
lands on a string of occasions over 
the last year. 

Health trusts have to report the cur¬ 
rent situation on the last Thursday of 
each month. 

And on 20 of those days, hospitals in the 
Black Country and Staffordshire had no critical 
care beds available. 

It has sparked fears that seriously ill patients 
would not get the care they need. 

The worst performing was Walsall’s health 
trust, when beds were all full on nine of the 12 
days they submitted figures. 

Beds at Sandwell Hospital and City Hospi¬ 
tal in Winson Green were all occupied on the 
Thursday in March 2014 but the situation has 
since improved, with the figure for the amount 
of occupied beds falling to 73.7 per cent in Jan¬ 
uary this year. Critical care beds at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital were all occupied on six 
of the 12 days - including November, December 
and February this year. 

All beds were used on one occasion at New 
Cross Hospital in Wolverhampton in Novem¬ 
ber, and for the subsequent three months it 
ranged from 92.9 per cent to 96.4 per cent. 

The Royal College of Surgeons has warned 
that more than 82 per cent of beds being used 
can lead to an increased risk of infection. 

Across England, there were 4,028 adult 
critical care beds available and 3,548 occupied 
during the February snapshot, giving an occu¬ 
pancy rate of 88.1 per cent. 

That was the highest occupancy rate ob¬ 
served since publication of the figures began in 
August 2010. The occupancy rate in February 
2014 was 86.5 per cent. 

Dr Mark Porter, chairman of the British 
Medical Association council, said: “This is 
the result a gradual rundown of beds, despite 
a rise in demand. High occupancy rates are 
a real concern because they leave little or no 
spare capacity to deal with a spike in demand 
for critical care, leaving the most seriously ill 
patients at risk. 

“Critical care facilities are essential for the 
most interventionist care delivered to the sick¬ 
est patients. Professional recommendation 
would be that, to maintain availability for such 
patients and the safety of care when there, bed 
occupancy rates should be no more than 70 per 
cent. A higher figure indicates a service under 
too much pressure.”

Oars well that ends

A cancer survivor was part of 
a team that broke a rowing re¬ 
cord during an epic challenge.

CANCER survivor Sam Greatrex 
has rowed his way into the record 
books during an epic charity chal¬ 
lenge. 

Sam, from Halesowen, was among a 
team of adventurers who recorded the 
fastest-ever Atlantic Ocean row - smash¬ 
ing three world records in the process. 

The five-strong team completed the 3,800 
nautical-mile journey in 51 days, beating the 
previous record by 20 days. 

The 30-year-old, from Manor Way, organ¬ 
ised the row as part of a series of challenges, 
called Lap the World, in a bid to raise £240,000 
for Macmillan Cancer Support. 

The ocean row was the second phase of the 
challenge following a 1,700-mile cycle through 
Southern France, Spain and to the western 
edge of Europe at Lagos, in Portugal. 

From there the ocean row crew set out on 
its epic journey to Venezuela living on a diet 
of dehydrated meals, chocolate bars and beef 
jerky. 

Tiredness 

But Sam said it was the parts of the journey 
which they could not prepare for which had 
been the worst. 

“I don’t want to be crude about it but one of 
the hardest parts of the journey was the sores 
which we all had on our backsides,” he said. 

“There was still 2,000 miles to go and it was 
very uncomfortable and difficult to row. Out of 
everything, even the muscular pain and tired¬ 
ness, I think the sores were the worst.” 

Sam said he had been focusing on getting 
ready for the rowing part of the challenge as 
he knew it would be the most physically de¬ 
manding. “With the cycling you can stop by 
the roadside, take a break or even stop for a 
quick sleep,” he said. 

“In the boat that was not possible. We had 


rowing shifts of two hours followed by a couple 
of hours rest and then back to the rowing. You 
have to keep going. 

“It was very challenging for all of us but well 
worth it. To smash the records was just the 
icing on the cake and I am extremely proud of 
the achievement.” 

The crew also included Ralph Tuijn, Tara 
Adams, Nick Sen and Jim Alsford. The team 
spent the challenge in a 28ft boat, shared 
every meal and rowed for 12 hours a day. 

Alongside being the fastest rowers, the team 
have also made the Guinness Book of World 
Records as Tara is the first female to row from 
mainland Europe to mainland South America 
and Nick is the youngest person to row this 
particular route. 

But their success was nearly sunk after a 
member of the team was forced to pull out at 
the last-minute. 

It was only a quick reply from experienced 
ocean rower Ralph Tuijn agreeing to take part 


which saved the challenge. Sam said: “The 
crew member who pulled out was our expe¬ 
rienced member so we had to find someone 
quickly. 

“We could not have asked for better than 
Ralph. He was absolutely brilliant.” 

Macmillan Cancer Support is a deeply per¬ 
sonal cause for the intrepid fundraiser who, at 
the age of 10, was diagnosed with Non-Hodg¬ 
kin lymphoma. 

He underwent successful chemotherapy 
at Birmingham Children’s Hospital and was 
helped through his treatment and recovery by 
Macmillan nurse Moira Bradwell. 

Sam said she had been ‘an inspiration’ 
and he had continued to see her regularly for 
check-ups for the next 17 years. 

And while Moira has now retired, they still 
keep in contact up to the present day. 

He said: “After the initial treatment, I was 
fortunate my cancer treatment was working 
and was in remission. Moira was there for me 


for many years after the diagnosis and it was 
brilliant to be able to talk to her. She was re¬ 
ally inspirational. 

“Moira has retired now but we still keep in 
contact and chat every so often. That is why 
I wanted to do something like this to raise 
funds for the charity. It is an opportunity to 
give something back.” 

He has spent the last three years preparing 
for the charity challenge - getting himself to 
the peak of fitness with a gruelling fitness re¬ 
gime including bike rides on the Clent Hills to 
improve his physical fitness and stamina. 

He is now back in Halesowen preparing for 
the next phase of the challenge. He will be cy¬ 
cling from the East Coast to the West Coast of 
South America. 

The journey of around 2,500 miles will take 
him through the Amazon to the Andes Moun¬ 
tains and a climb to 4,000m altitude and he is 
due to set off in around eight weeks. 

Records 

At the moment he is working for Macmillan 
in London as part of the charity’s fundraising 
team, splitting his time between the capital 
and his home town. 

“By breaking three world records we’ve 
achieved something great, and I hope to con¬ 
tinue raising money for Macmillan Cancer 
Support, it just might be on land, rather than 
sea,” he said. 

Sam, who is single, said his parents, Sue and 
Barry, had been hugely supportive of his fund¬ 
raising efforts. 

“Everyone has been absolutely brilliant and 
I want to thank everyone for their support.” 

Sam said following his treatment his cancer 
had gone into remission. 

He added although he had been preparing 
for the challenge for three years he had first 
come up with the idea five years ago. 

The challenge started out in Paris as French 
authorities prohibit any rowing or kayaking 
across the English Channel, but after leav¬ 
ing Birmingham the team cycled down to the 
south coast via London. 

He said if £240,000 could be raised it would 
be enough to build a new chemotherapy suite 
in a hospital.

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Faulty breaks on van led 
to driver crash tragedy 


A DELIVERY driver who was killed in a crash with a police 
car at a crossroads was driving a van with faulty brakes, an 
inquest has heard. 

Ajay Sagar became trapped under his Mercedes Sprinter after he 
was thrown from the van on impact with the marked Ford S Max in 
Coseley. The 29-year-old, of Ryddon Square, Hill Top, West Bromwich, 
died at the scene despite the efforts of paramedics and passers-by. 

An investigation found defects on 
the van’s brakes, which experts said 
were a major contributory factor to 
the crash. 

It is also believed Mr Sagar was not 
wearing a seatbelt. The officer who 
was driving the police car, Pc Dean 
Meese, was a witness at Mr Sagar’s 
inquest at Smethwick Council House 
on Monday. He said he was return¬ 
ing home at around 11am on October 
21 along Central Drive when he ap¬ 
proached the crossroads where Bridge 
Street meets Martin Street. 

He said became aware of the white 
Mercedes Sprinter van driven by Mr 
Agar, coming from Bridge Street. Pc 
Meese said he did not stop immedi¬ 
ately as he had right of way, but seeing 
the van was not slowing, braked hard, 
but was unable to avoid the collision. 

Investigators said they did not be¬ 
lieve Mr Sagar was speeding as a GPS 
tracker showed he was travelling at 
22mph. Pc Meese said: “I knew impact 
was inevitable. I resigned myself to the 
fact I was probably going to die.” 

Mr Sagar had worked as a delivery 
driver for around three months for 
West Bromwich-based company Mun- 
chies, delivering sandwiches. His wife 
of five years Sheweta Sagar described 
him as a ‘really good man’. Senior 
Black Country coroner Zafar Saddique 
recorded a verdict of death by road 
traffic collision.

Backlog of checks could 
take six months to dear 


Doctor retires after 40 years

POLICE chiefs have said they 
believe a backlog of crimi¬ 
nal record checks preventing 
people from moving into work 
could take six months to clear. 

More than 4,000 people have 
been left waiting too long to start 
work in key posts such as teachers, 
doctors and foster carers in the 
West Midlands while their criminal 
record checks are being carried out 
by West Midlands Police. 

The target for turning around the 
applications is 60 days, set by the Dis¬ 
closure and Barring Service (DBS). The 
service is funded by the Home Office 
and works with all of the country’s po¬ 
lice forces to help employers to avoid re¬ 
cruiting unsuitable people to work with 
vulnerable groups, including children. 

Senior members of West Midlands 
Police discussed the challenge of work¬ 
ing through the current back log and 
improving the efficiency of security 
checks in the future with Police and 
Crime Commissioner David Jamieson 
during a meeting on Tuesday morning. 

Chief constable Chris Sims said: 
“This has been a serious issue for a 
number of months. We have been look¬ 
ing for any sort of short term measures 
to get a quick improvement on these 
figures but this is a more complicated 
issue than that. I anticipate it will take 
in the region of six months before we 
are back to the position we want to be.” 

The rise in the delay of completion of 
checks has led to an increase in com¬ 
plaints that required three members of 
staff to respond to up to 100 enquiries 
daily, further hindering productivity. 

There have been three claims for 
compensation in the last year, however 
West Midlands Police has returned two 
to the DBS which are in dispute and 
one has been passed to the force’s legal 
services to progress. 


A DOCTOR at a surgery in Walsall 
has hung up his stethoscope following 
a 40-year career in medicine - with 
not a single sick day to his name. Dr 
Albert Benjamin, who joined Little 
London Surgery in Caldmore in 1992, 
has helped thousands of patients. 
And he still intends to carry out mi¬ 
nor surgery at local GP practices in 
retirement. 

The 64-year-old was born and 
raised in Freetown, Sierra Leone, in 
West Africa, and came to the UK in 
1969 to study medicine at Cambridge 
University, qualifying in 1975. He 
trained as a surgeon and began to 
practise trauma and orthopaedic sur¬ 
gery in Edinburgh and hospitals in 
the Midlands. 

The father-of-three then stepped 
into a GP role at the Little London 
Surgery. His colleagues and patients 


have showered him with gifts of 
books, chocolates and cards to mark 
his retirement. 

Dr Benjamin, of Solihull, said: “I’ve 
been enormously privileged to be a 
doctor. You learn a lot about yourself. 
I’ve been extremely lucky not to have 
had one sick day in my career in the 
NHS. I will miss the staff and the pa¬ 
tients. 

“I’m hoping retirement gives me 
the time and space to concentrate on 
community-based surgery, such as va¬ 
sectomies, skin surgery and injections 
of joints. Hopefully, I will also write 
a couple of books and get involved 
in charity work regarding Ebola. My 
sister Olivette Buck was a doctor out 
there and died of it last year.” 

Dr Benjamin is married to Juliana, 
a lecturer in nursing at Birmingham 
City University.

Flu fighter Stuart wins 
accolade for his efforts 


NHS HEROES

STUARTYOUNG 

Staff Nurse 



STAFF Nurse Stuart Young 
is something of a legend at 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust, for 
he has just won a national ti¬ 
tle - Flu Champion 2015. 

He received the accolade for his 
outstanding efforts in educating 
and influencing 1,139 colleagues 
to have their flu jab. 

Stuart’s success came from a com¬ 
bination of hard work, dedication and 
commitment. 

He was willing to work irregular 
hours, including weekends, evenings 
and early mornings to get the message 
out. He was also the first nurse to un¬ 
dertake mobile vaccination clinics, vis¬ 
iting community sites in an ambulance 
on a two-weekly basis, enabling com¬ 
munity-based staff to get vaccinated 
sooner. Not content with engaging 
with staff face-to-face on multi-sites, 
Stuart also utilised social media as an 
effective channel to distribute mes¬ 
sages and raise awareness. 

Humble 

He sent over 900 tweets of messages 
about the flu programme to educate 
employees and followers, as well as 
tweeting senior national nursing fig¬ 
ures, including asking Jeremy Hunt 
if he’d had his flu jab to which he re¬ 
sponded ‘Yes’. 

Speaking about his achievement, 
Stuart said: “I feel very humble and 
proud to have been given this award. 
During the ‘flu fighter’ campaign, my 
main aim was to utilise social media 
as well as face-to-face conversations 
to highlight the importance of front 
line staff getting vaccinated, and the 
importance of herd immunity. I also 
had the opportunity to highlight our 
campaign to the Mayor of Sandwell. 

“I believe that we all work to make 
lives better for our patients and a key 


way to do that is to remain healthy and 
immunised ourselves.” 

Apart from helping the trust to run 
the flu fighting campaign successfully, 
Stuart also works as a staff nurse in 
the Emergency Department, AMU1 
and AMU2 at City Hospital, Birming¬ 
ham. Although often working under 
high pressure, Stuart always finds the 
job rewarding. He enjoys demonstrat¬ 
ing care, compassion and kindness as 
well as utilising his nursing skills to 
help patients through their healthcare 
journey, knowing that he can make a 
positive experience to people’s lives. 

Reflecting on the work that he has 
been carrying out with the occupa¬ 
tional health and wellbeing team and 
the emergency department, Stuart 
feels that his job gives him the oppor¬ 
tunity to try different things each day 
as he gets to promote the flu fighting 
campaign but also to help patients 
with different medical conditions. 

He also appreciates the tremendous 


support from his colleagues. Think¬ 
ing about his next challenge, Stuart 
is now focusing on helping more staff 
to get protected from flu in the winter 
2015/16. He is conscious that by help¬ 
ing his colleagues at the Trust get flu 
jabs, he will also help them to protect 
their patients. 

Stuart’s hero is Andrea Spyropou- 
los, who was president of the Royal 
College of Nursing (2010 - 2014). Her 
dedication to the nursing profession, 
the patients and their relatives has 
been a true inspiration to him. 

Stuart is now living in Solihull. In 
his spare time, Stuart enjoys reading 
books, taking a walk or going to the 
theatre. He also actively engages with 
the Royal College of Nursing where 
he is the secretary of the South Bir¬ 
mingham Branch. He organises Local 
Learning Events for members to up¬ 
date their skills and ensure they all 
have CPD (Continual Professional De¬ 
velopment) opportunities.

Bearing up for display to 
create new tourist trail 


IT’S time to take a walk on 
the wild side. 

Thirty 3ft bear sculptures could 
soon be popping up in Bearwood 
to form a new tourist trail. 

Residents will also be invited to 
place their own smaller cardboard 
cubs in the gardens and windows of 
their homes. The Bearwood bears are 
hot on the heels on Liverpool’s super- 
lambananas, London’s eye-catching el¬ 
ephants and the giant wolf sculptures 
soon set to be prowling the streets of 
W olverhampton. 

The grizzlies will be hidden around 
the town in a bid to capture people’s 
imaginations and bring in the tour¬ 
ists. It is the brainchild of community 
group We Are Bearwood, which hopes 
to encourage the whole town to join in 
the fun. 

The wooden bear sculptures will be 
decorated before being hidden in the 
area and a map drawn up for people 
to follow. Each sculpture will be given 
a necklace with a historical fact about 
Bearwood written on the pendant. 

We Are Bearwood has received cash 
from the Big Lottery Fund to get the 
scheme off the ground. The bears 
would each be decorated by schools, 
toddler groups, faith groups, local his¬ 
tory societies, exercise classes, residen¬ 
tial care homes and businesses. 

We Are Bearwood has received 
£5,800 to create the bear trail, which 
will include several greeting visitors to 
Warley Woods. 

Project champion, Anya Sanchez 
said: “We will create 30 wooden, 
three dimensional bears that stand 
one metre tall and we will get local 
groups to decorate them. They can 
paint handprints on it, stick pictures 
of bygone Bearwood on it, dress their 
bear in clothes or decorate it in any 
way they choose. We will then hide the 
bears on a trail around Bearwood and 
create a map for people to follow and

find the bears.” 

The bear trail walk will take about 
45 minutes but a shorter version will 
also be available.

Author hopes new book 
will be a lasting legacy 


‘IF I die tomorrow then at 
least I go knowing I’ve pub¬ 
lished my own book and left 
a legacy for the town’. 

So says Bilston resident Keith 
Parton who has penned a new 
book about his life growing up in 
the town after the Second World 
War. 

‘Living in God’s Country - The Bil¬ 
ston Years’ tells of the 69-year-old’s 
‘golden days’ growing up in the town 
and how he coped with the transition 
from youth to adulthood. 

The 100-page book, which has been 
published by Wolverhampton firm 
Hughes Print, features anecdotes, 
pictures and poems. Keith spent his 
childhood days living in the Stowlawn 
estate and among memories are tales 
of camping in Bilston Wood, using 
his first pedal car and watching with 
laughter as people fished golf balls 
over-hit from Bilston Golf Club out of 
the pool on Prouds Lane. 

From getting the cane at school to

learning how to play dominoes with 
his father Isaac, to his first trip to the 
pub and evenings spent following local 
band the Ramrods - who he calls ‘The 
Beatles of Bilston’. 

This is the first time Mr Parton has 
ventured into the world of publishing 
and he said the book was not about 
making money - it was about telling 
the community his story. 

“There’s a saying that there is a 
book for everyone and this is mine. 
It’s an honest book written from the 
heart,” he said. “This book means so 
much to me. I’ve always recalled hav¬ 
ing a good memory and I remember 
my childhood days like the back of my 
hand - they were the golden days. If 
I could turn the clock back and be a 
youngster again I would do it without 
a shadow of a doubt. 

“I’m no writer by any stretch of the 
imagination but its been a challenge 


I’ve fully enjoyed. Hopefully others 
reading it will like the book and even 
help inspire them to write or share 
memories.” 

Also included are emotional tributes 
to his parents Pauline and Isaac, who 
he says made him the man he is today. 

Keith said he suffers from insomia 
- so he made full use of the sleepless 
nights sitting on his desk writing up 
memories as though they happened 
yesterday. 

He said: “I struggle to sleep at night 
and live on my own, so it got to the 
stage where I thought, I’m going to 
start writing some of my favourite 
memories down on paper.

Fishy tales as we are led on a 
totally Scandillcious foodie tour 


FOR the guy that’s the equivalent 
of Gordon Ramsay in the Danish 
version of Hell’s Kitchen, chef 
Wassim Hallal seems a surpris¬ 
ingly agreeable chap. 

He arrives at his new deli, sporting a 
flat cap and the broadest of grins, and 
welcomes us, wholeheartedly, to Den¬ 
mark. 

Maybe my delight in his smorrebrod 
(Danish open sandwiches) has something to 
do with this, but even when my foodie com¬ 
panion, Bill, begins drilling him on sarnie 
specifics he’s still patient and polite. 

Bill and I are on a whistle-stop Scandi 
food tour. We’ve got three days to visit 
three cities in three countries: Sweden, 
Norway and Denmark. 

We meet Hallal in Aarhus, on the coun¬ 
try’s east coast. His deli, F-Hoj, has a classy

cosiness. Our open sandwiches are heaped 
with toppings: smoked salmon with avo¬ 
cado puree, smoked cheese and fresh horse¬ 
radish; potato and pear with mustard and 
honey; and eggs and crayfish with grapes 
and salsify. 

Focusing on fresh, seasonal produce is at 
the heart of New Nordic Cuisine. It’s led 
to a renaissance of Scandinavian classics, 
including smorrebrod, which is now being 
seen, and served, in a new light. 

Using organic, regional ingredients is also 
the aim of Nor disk Spisehus, where Bill and 
I have dinner. The restaurant serves signa¬ 
ture dishes from Michelin-starred establish¬ 
ments. “We get the thumbs up before we 
copy their menus,” a waitress reassures me. 

I leave, wondering if Nordisk needs to be 
more courageous. Given its dishes seem to 


hold their own in a Michelin-starred menu, 
does the kitchen really need to rely so heav¬ 
ily on the creativity of others? 

The next morning Bill and I catch a ferry 
to Sweden’s west coast city of Gothenburg. 
It’s known for its coffee culture but we’re 
heading to the Fish Church. It’s actually a 
19th century fish market in a building in¬ 
spired by Norway’s wooden stave churches 
that were built without pillars. 

Variety 

The ‘aisle’ is laden with fresh lobster, 
shrimp and salmon. But it’s the variety 
of pickled herring that catches my eye. 
Choices include oregano and pink pepper¬ 
corn, carrot and juniper and onion and bay 
leaves. I try herring and redcurrant, expect¬ 
ing the sour taste of vinegar, but instead, 
the fish is soft and almost creamy, with the 
fruit giving it a fabulous kick. On a mezza¬ 


nine at the far end of the market is Gabriel, 
where we’re having lunch. It’s run by chef 
Johan Malm, who won the World Oyster 
Opening Championships in 2010. 

We eat sumptuously; fresh oysters from 
Grebbestad (two hours north of Gothen¬ 
burg), the thickest of fish soups with sweet 
prawns and fish that’s almost al dente, and 
grilled plaice with browned butter and po¬ 
tatoes. 

On our final day, we forego fine dining 
for fishing. At Ersfjordbotn, a small hamlet 
15km west of Tromso, we meet Trond Lor- 
entzen, whose family runs a fish 

Trond’s wife is peeling potatoes. We sit 
down to the freshest cod I’ve ever tasted.

J ack Donnelly was eight years old 
when his dreams of becoming 
Batman were put on hold. 

He and his classmates went to see 
a school production of Smike and 
Jack realised that’s what he wanted to 
do with the rest of his life. 

It helped that his folks were in 
showbusiness. His dad, Tony, was an 
actor and his mum, Chrissie, was a 
dancer who also choreographed 
Bucks Fizz’s Eurovision-winning 
Making Your Mind Up dance routine. 

(There was an argument over which 
length skirts Cheryl Baker and Jay 
Aston should wear, so Chrissie came 
up with the idea of using both, the 
longer whipped off half way through 
the routine). 

Fast forward a few years, and after 
leaving drama school, Jack and his 
best friend Joel Mellenger won an 
improv competition. They started their 
own company, Chuckleduster, and 
doors started opening. 

These days Jack is better known as 
Jason, the protagonist at the heart of 
Atlantis (BBC1,7.45pm), and there’s 
no shortage of problems for him here. 


Our hero has been sentenced to 
death, and with the might of the High 
Priests bearing down upon him, it 
seems nobody can secure his release. 

While Pasiphae tightens her 
stranglehold on the city, it looks like 
Jason is doomed, until Hercules 
comes up with a plan. 

The show may have gone down a 
storm with many, but the high 
production costs eventually led to its 
own demise. However, some shows 
have a habit of lingering long after the 
axe has fallen. 

So, has he had a lot of interest from 
across the Pond? 

‘Atlantis went down great over 
there,” Jack enthuses. “I think it was 
the biggest show they’ve ever had on 
BBC America. 

‘To be fair it came right after the 
Sherlock Christmas special; that might 
have helped us, but yeah, the viewing 
figures went down great there, and I 
think they sold it to 120 countries 
around the world, which is fantastic.” 

And getting such a high profile in 
such an influential country is 
invaluable for any actor. 


“In terms of my own career and 
stuff, anything to get noticed in 
America and open up doors there is 
brilliant, but we’ll see.” 

It doesn’t hurt that he recently made 
the improv football mockumentary 
United We Fall. 

It started out as a comedy 
workshop, but once director Gary 
Sinyor got the money to develop it, 
that became a movie. 

“I honestly didn’t even expect it to be 
made into a film,” Jack explains while 
plugging the DVD. “I’m not sure how it 
was going to work, so a lot of that is 
down to Gary and the editing.” 

Donnelly wasn’t given the chance of 
a second take. 

“I had to be in the moment or that 
was it. And you move forward. You 
never got to do it again,” he explains. 

For the moment, Ben Affleck may be 
the new Dark Knight, but Jack still 
holds a glimmer of hope that one day 
he’ll get to don that iconic cowl. 

“Unless the Batman thing comes 
back on the cards, I think I’ll stick with 
acting,” he smiles.

Alfa Romeo is relying heavily on 
the motorist who is looking for 
a slice of Italian style to guaran¬ 
tee sales of the Mito and the 1.4 
QV Line has that style in abun¬ 
dance. 

The Mito is distinctive and real¬ 
ly needs to be if it is to stand out in 
the company of Mini, Ford Fiesta, 
Volkswagen Polo and Audi A1 in the 
supermini sector. 



On test was the 1.4Multiair QV 140bhp 
which for me is the pick of the bunch of 
three petrol and two diesel options. 

The MultiAir 140bhp petrol engine im¬ 
presses with its smoothness with a top 
speed of 130mph and 0-62mph in 8.1 sec¬ 
onds. And with C02 levels at 124g/km and 
average fuel consumption of over 52mpg it 
competes well in the sector. 

Outwardly the Mito is about as distinc¬ 
tive as it gets. There’s no halfway meas¬ 
ures, you either like the look or you don’t. 

Badging 

With the front number plate fixed on the 
left side rather than centre you know this 
is an Alfa long before it gets close enough 
to identify the distinctive badging. And 
with the test car standing on 18” Exclusive 
Quadrifoglio alloys it certainly attracts ad¬ 
miring glances. 

Extras ojn the test model including elec¬ 
trically folding door mirrors and sunroof 
while sports kick plates, while the gloss 
burnished front grille, wing mirror covers, 
headlight surround and door handles are 
standard. 

Front fog lights and stunning red brake 
callipers, a chrome tailpipe and chrome 
light surrounds all add to the exciting looks. 

Inside you get the “wow” factor with 
darkened interior headlining, a flat bot¬ 
tomed black leather steering wheel and 
handbrake, impressive badging, steering 
wheel paddles and distinctive sports dials 
with white illumination. 

It feels great behind the wheel with all 
the controls just where you would expect 
to find them and plenty of steering wheel 
adjustment to help you find the most com¬ 
fortable position.

This Mito hits the road at £18,370 but 
with full leather upholstery, heated front 
seats, dual zone climate control, a visibil¬ 
ity pack containing rain and dusk sensors, 
together with VP2 Uconnect with Bluetooth 
the test car would set you back £19,605. 

You have to remember this is a supermi¬ 
ni so space in the back is limited, though 
there is a 60/40 split to help extra luggage 
space when needed, though there aren’t 
enough pockets inside. 


The bigger wheels mean lots of tyre 
noise and there was enough wind noise to 
concern rear seat passengers on the mo¬ 
torway as well as complaints about hard 
seats. 

Alfa will attract the buyers they need in 
the UK with this Mito and at the end of the 
day it will come down to whether buyers 
are looking for that something a little bit dif¬ 
ferent for the model to be an even bigger 
success.

Jeep might be famous the world over for 
building cars that will climb mountains, but 
the brand is digging itself out of a pit that 
could have seen it sink into obscurity. 

In Europe at least, where a Jeep spokesman ad¬ 
mitted, as the latest model - the Renegade - was 
launched, “back in 2012 we were teetering on the 
edge.” 

Dealers were losing an average of more than £130,000 a 
year and lots of them jumped ship, heading for brands that 
might make them a decent living. Things, in short, could not 
have looked bleaker. 

Well, what a difference three years can make. The car you 
are reading about today is not only the first Jeep to be built 
outside the United States (in Italy, actually) it is also confi¬ 
dently expected to quickly become by far the best selling 
Jeep in the UK, making dealers very happy indeed. 

Built in the same Italian plant as the Fiat 500X and sharing 
important bits like engines and gearboxes, the Renegade 
is aimed squarely at the likes of the Nissan Juke and Mini 
Countryman; both cars that attract a fanatical following of 
owners happy to pay a solid price for a car that makes them 
feel good about themselves. 

They inhabit a part of the car market (for smaller SUVs) 
that is expanding faster than a politician’s election promises, 
as European buyers fall for the charms of cars that look a lot 
like unaffordable and wilderness conquering 4x4s but really 
cost little more to run than a family hatchback. 

Credibility 

The Jeep Renegade will do a fair impression of an Everest 
hero, even if its target audience - politely called “the young 
at heart” - never venture further off road than the field at 
the local car boot sale. Why, a fifth of buyers are expected 
to lease a car with their mobility allowance and most Rene¬ 
gades won’t even be all-wheel drive. 

What they all have, Jeep must hope, is a name that carries 
decades of credibility among people hankering after daily 
transport that rises above the merely practical. 

With prices starting at £16,995 for a decently equipped 
1.6 litre petrol model with air con, DAB radio, Bluetooth and 
alloy wheels, the Renegade looks convincing even before 
you turn the key in the ignition. 

There are diesels to choose from too (Jeep thinks there 
might be an even-ish split on types of fuel) and four trim 
levels, all the way to the £27,995 Limited with 2.0 litre diesel 
engine, all-wheel drive and nine-speed automatic gearbox. 

Most will hardly venture off road, but bold owners who opt 
for the 4x4 models will discover a car capable of taking a 
quite demanding series of hills and hollows, and a seashore 
being washed by an incoming tide, if they choose the route 
of the press drive for the newcomer, on the east coast of 
Scotland around North Berwick. 

They might be more surprised (after all, Jeep is never 
backward in coming forward about the brand’s off-road 
prowess) is the way the Renegade tackles a British side 
road; the heavier diesel in particular impressing with its gen¬ 
tle, quiet progress. 

The 2.0 litre on test managed 39mpg (the notably slower 
but cheaper 1.4 litre petrol did 33mpg) and never felt lacking 
for power. It also presented an interior different enough to 
be interesting and just the right side of kitsch, with its little 
tributes to Jeep’s heritage dotted about - 31 of them all told, 
from a red line on the rev counter marked like a smear of 
mud, to a tiny WWII Jeep outline on the windscreen sur¬ 
round. 

The top ranking Renegade impressed. Here is a car to 
give the equally style conscious Nissan Juke a run for its 
money.

Not feeling the love for the current crop 
of streamlined, me-too compact premium 
SUVs? Lexus might have the answer with its 
radically-styled NX 200t 

Lexus, the premium arm of Japanese car maker 
Toyota, slowly continues to grow its line-up with the 
addition of a compact crossover model rivalling the 
likes of Range Rover’s Evoque and Audi’s Q5. And in 
a change in direction from its conservative offerings 
from the recent past, visually this new NX could never 
be described as conservative; its edgy appearance 
easily sets it apart from its less edgy rivals and the 
rest of the Lexus range. 

And it’s not just the car’s looks that are a departure from 
the norm. 

Lexus might be well known for its hybrid models, but this 
particular NX boasts a new 2.0-litre turbo petrol engine. Lex¬ 
us is pitching this 200t model as a mildly sporting variant, 
and is reinforcing this decision by selling the car in visually 
arresting F Sport trim. 

Lexus isn’t exactly famous for producing radical-looking 
cars. To date, its offerings have presented a more conserv¬ 
ative face to the world than its main rivals. This has ensured 
success in its main markets, but the ‘edgy’ NX is tasked with 
appealing to a younger audience. And good luck finding 
a curve; this compact SUV possesses more straight lines 
than a ruler factory, which certainly helps it stand out from 
the less adventurous crowd in the supermarket car park or 
outside the school gates. Yes it’s an SUV and yes, in 200t 
guise, it comes with all-wheel drive - but don’t expect any 
Land Rover-like heroics. 

Spacious 

Despite being labelled a ‘compact’ SUV, the NX is a 
pleasingly spacious and versatile machine. For a five-door, 
five-seat car its cabin offers adult occupants ample space 
in a suitably plush environment. Oddment storage space is 
good and, if you’ve got the right kit, there’s even provision 
to wirelessly charge a mobile phone. 

At the back, the car’s raised ride height pays off in the 
form of a usefully high boot load lip, making it ideal for when 
you’re shifting bulky or heavy items. 

Lexus is pitching this particular NX as a sporty model, 
which explains the presence of a 235 horsepower 2.0-litre 
turbo petrol motor in lieu of the usual petrol-electric hybrid 
set-up. The F Sport trim level should be another clue, which 
adds subtle design add-ons that help to boost the car’s 
visual appeal further. As if to reinforce Lexus’ desire to po¬ 
sition this NX as driver-centric, the car comes with all-wheel 
drive as standard. 

The end result is a wiling companion that proves more 
agile than its SUV underpinnings suggest. The emphasis is 
still very much on comfort and refinement but the car’s turbo 
motor doesn’t disappoint when you want to have some fun. 
Direct steering, predictable gear changes from the auto ‘box 
and a firm but measured ride all work well together. 

Lexus has been generous with the amount of kit that’s 
available for this NX. True to form, there’s electric everything 
plus keyless entry and ignition, parking sensors, a premium 
audio unit and a plush interior trimmed in quality materials. 
You’ll need to dig a little deeper if you want one of the two 
sat-nav options but that’s about it. 

On paper, then, this NX 200t shames its immediate rivals 
in the creature comfort department. Being petrol only it can’t 
quite match its hybrid stablemate or diesel rivals for outright 
economy and C02, although low mileage private buyers are 
unlikely to view this as a major issue. 

Not a fan of hybrid or diesel engines and prefer straight 
lines to curves? If so, this rather adventurously styled NX in 
‘petrol only’ guise might suit your needs. On the whole it’s 
well-equipped, while its sporty look mostly translates into 
a sporty driving experience. If you want some fun behind 
the wheel of a compact SUV this turbo petrol NX offers a 
brisk and entertaining experience. Plus there’s no shame 
in wanting to stand out from the crowd, which is something 
you’ll struggle to achieve in the car’s many European rivals. 
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Price is right 
for package 
that’s well

As the name Great Wall Motors Company 
implies, it is a Chinese vehicle manufacturer 
and still pretty anonymous outside its home¬ 
land. 

That became apparent when anyone inspecting 
the Steed asked: “What is it?” 

Great Wall is one of China’s largest automotive manufac¬ 
turers and with the launch of the Steed pick-up in 2012, it be¬ 
came the first manufacturer from that country to commence 
volume vehicle sales in the United Kingdom. 

Revamped for 2015, it offers the cheapest pick-up vehicle 
on the market in the UK, with plenty on offer for a bargain 
basement £14,998 as a commercial vehicle on the road 
price (CVOTR). 

It also comes with a six-year, 120,000 mile warranty rea¬ 
sonable running costs. It must be half-decent, a million have 
been sold worldwide. 

Despite being a pick-up workhorse, it does not lack in the 
looks area, despite its boxy, out of necessity, appearance. 
It looks upmarket with the stylish paintwork, high set head¬ 
lamps, a deep grille and airscoop, built-in driving lights built 
into the bumpers giving it an individual look, as does the 
never-recognised Great Wall badge. 

Just like many of its competitors, it is designed to be as 
much a ‘life-style’ kind of vehicle as an off-road all-wheel 
drive workhorse/load lugger. So it can ferry the family’s wet 
and muddy paraphernalia or pets around as well as lugging 
bricks, building materials or farm equipment with its one- 
tonne payload. 

For family use, fixing some nets and stays in the load area 
would be a good idea to stop stuff flying around, while ac¬ 
cess is through the hard top is via a rear window and a heavy 
drop down tailgate, which is robust enough to be stood on. 

The firm says it has been designed to meet European 
safety standards and with a price which seriously undercuts 
the opposition. 

You would think with a bargain basement price, it would 
be bargain basement quality, but the big vehicle proved sur¬ 
prisingly well put together, generously equipped and per¬ 
formed very well. 

Flexible 

The double cab is well laid out, if looking more dated 
than the exterior, with leather finish and logically placed 
buttons, dials and stalks. Some of the fixtures and fittings 
however, do not match the quality of some of its more es¬ 
tablished rivals. 

Powered by a flexible and torquey 140bhp two-litre diesel 
engine, mated to a slightly vague, six-speed gearbox, it is a 
willing worker, if a bit raucous under acceleration. It is rea¬ 
sonably economical and is pretty cheap to insure as well. 
Claimed economy is 32.8mpg with C02 emissions compet¬ 
itive at 222g/km. 

Braked towing capacity is decent, if not class leading with 
2.5 tonne capacity available. 

On the road, the car rides reasonably comfortably, al¬ 
though it gets jiggly over rougher roads and responds well 
to the steering wheel. A long, 100-mile drive proved surpris¬ 
ingly pleasant given the hard suspension. 

Switching to off-road is done manually with both high and 
low ratio four-wheel drive available. 

The S entry model includes 16” alloy wheels, a leather 
interior, individually heated seats, Alpine CD/USB/RDS Ra¬ 
dio and electric windows throughout. The Steed SE tested 
here has a £2k premium and adds gets the body-coloured 
hard top canopy, rear parking sensors, a cargo load-liner 
and chrome sidebars as well the the useful running boards 
and roof bars. 

All models come with twin airbags, an anti-lock braking 
system and electronic brake force distribution for added 
protection. 

Lack of a large network of dealers is a drawback, but it is 
cheap to buy, economical to run, well equipped and stylish, 
plus that six-year warranty.

On-screen tribute to ex-Baggie 


TRIBUTES have been paid to former Albion for¬ 
ward Ray Treacy, who has died aged 68. 

The former Ireland international died last Friday 
(April 10), following a short illness and a message in 
tribute appeared on screens around the Hawthorns 
during Saturday’s 3-2 defeat to Leicester. 

Born in Dublin, Treacy began his career in Ireland 
with Home Farm before joining the Baggies in the 
same intake of players which included ‘Bomber’, the 
legendary Tony Brown. 

Treacy made his debut in 1966, scoring in a 2-2 
draw against Sunderland at Roker Park. 

But the presence of Jeff Astle and John Kaye in 
the same team meant his chances at the Hawthorns 


were always limited and he would make only five ap¬ 
pearances before moving to Charlton in 1968. 

Spells at Swindon and Preston would follow in the 
intervening eight years before he returned to the 
Hawthorns to take his place in Johnny Giles’ new¬ 
ly-promoted team. 

Capped 

Treacy scored six goals as Albion re-established 
themselves in the top flight during the 1976-77 sea¬ 
son before he departed once more, this time for good, 
as he returned to Ireland with Giles to join Sham¬ 
rock Rovers. 

In total he made 26 appearances for the Baggies, 


scoring seven goals, while he was also capped 42 
times by his country. 

He was player/manager at Drogheda United for 
two seasons and then managed Home Farm. 

Treacy was granted a testimonial against the full 
national side in May 1989. He was part of the con¬ 
troversial but unsuccessful attempt to install a club 
to be named Dublin City into the Scottish Second 
Division in the 1990s. 

He returned to Shamrock Rovers as manager in 
1992 and was at the helm for four years, winning the 
League of Ireland title on one occasion. 

Treacy also ran a travel business which he retired 
from in 2009.

A GREAT day - shame about 
the team. Everything about Jeff 
Astle Day was perfect - apart 
from the performance. 

Albion’s modern-day stars looked a million dol¬ 
lars as they donned retro 1968 FA Cup Final kit 
in tribute to the Hawthorns icon. 

But if the late former striker’s family wanted 
a performance fit for ‘The King’ they were left 
sorely disappointed. 

The meek, nervy surrender Tony Pulis’s men 
served up was hardly befitting an occasion to pay 
tribute to such a swashbuckling figure. 

And Pulis and Co left a dejected stadium with 
next season’s Premier League place still very 
much in doubt. 

With 33 points on the board and some daunt¬ 
ing fixtures to play, Saturday represented their 
best chance to claim the win that would have all 
but cemented their top-flight status. 

Instead, they served up a display that was 
sloppy at best and shambolic at worst to gift 
wrap a victory for the worst side in the Premier 
League. For a while it appeared the script had 
been written by Astle himself. 

Darren Fletcher, the Baggies captain who had 
embraced the sentiments of Astle Day so whole¬ 
heartedly, put the hosts ahead just over a minute 
before the Birmingham Road End produced the 
afternoon’s enduring image. 

When a sea of posters behind Boaz My hill’s 
goal spelled out ‘Astle, King’ to cap an afternoon 
of wonderful tributes, it seemed the gods were 
with Pulis and his side. 

Sadly, it was all downhill from there. 

Just 11 minutes later the first of several de¬ 
fensive implosions from the hosts allowed David 
Nugent to latch on to Leonardo Ulloa’s flick-on 
to level the scores. 

A fine volley from Craig Gardner restored Al¬ 
bion’s lead on 26 minutes and sent their support¬ 
ers into half-time content but concerned. 

The second half, though, was a tale of unadul¬ 
terated woe. Leicester claimed the equaliser they 
deserved when shoddy defending allowed Robert 
Huth to head towards goal with Craig Dawson’s 
horrible attempted clearance flying into the net. 

Leicester seized on the merest sign of weak¬ 
ness and claimed a dramatic late winner through 
Jamie Vardy. 


CAPTAIN Darren Fletcher has called on Albion 
to pull together after warning they are in a real 
battle against the drop. 

The skipper believes it is time for players to 
look at themselves after three straight defeats 
left them looking nervously over their shoulders. 

”We need to take a look at ourselves as indi¬ 
viduals and as a team and realise we are in a real 
battle,” he said. “We have to come together.” 

Meanhile, winger Callum McManaman has 
made his comeback from injury and is looking to 


be involved in Saturday’s game against Crystal 
Palace.
